Tales of the South Fork 
The Great Flood of 1964 


Our station wagon was jammed with Christmas presents on 
December 21st for the trip from the Bay Area. When the rain 
turned to snow on I-5 at Mt. Ashland, we had visions of a 
White Christmas at the Ranch. By the time we reached Lake 
Creek, it was raining buckets again. The water was high 
under the log bridge over the South Fork and covered the 
Willow trees on the bank. 


It was still raining when we awoke the next morning. Jake 
Lane, caretaker, carpenter, and man for all occasions, was 
anxious to show us his remodeling job. He had transformed 
Gus Edler's old one-room cabin into a cute two-room guest 
cottage. He had added a fieldstone fireplace, a kitchen and 


bath, new roof, and picture windows overlooking the South 
Fork. 


We were looking forward to the Christmas holiday with our 
children and grandchildren. Old Red, the norse Daryl Stanley 
had sold us, was waiting patiently at the barn for the grand- 
children to bring him sugar. 


Jake and I left Alice, (my wife) and Carol, (Jake's wife) 
admiring the beautiful carpenter work on the cottage and went . 
on an inspection trip of the Creek. The steep bank was only 
about twenty yards from the rear of the cabin. Although we 
could see no immediate danger, we decided to rig up a heavy 
chain around the cottage, anchored to a large fir tree near 
the house. I recalled at that time that Gus used to hang his 
deer meat in that tree to cure. It was late afternoon before 
we finished the job. The river continued to rise, carrying 
more and larger trees downstream toward our bridge. 


The trees tangled upstream were shifting the main channel of 
the creek towards the open meadow in front of the cottage. 
Suddenly, we saw the creek burst out of the woods into the 
meadow. The rapidly moving current left Gus' cottage on an 
island between the old and new channels of the South Fork. 

We gathered up our tools and ran for Jake's cabin on the high 
ground, ; 
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Meanwhile, Alice’ had been seated, With her knitting as usual, 
on the window seat of our house downstream. Lloyd George, 
skilled carpenter and cabinet maker, had remodeled the old 
Farlow-Millard house for us a few years before. 


Prior to commencing his labors, he wrote us a letter, warning 
us that any house built close to the South Fork could be 
expected to end up in the Creek at flood time. I could 
remember my response. 


"My ambition has always been to live beside a trout stream 
and hear the flowing, rippling water at night. MAKE IT TIGHT 
SO IT WILL FLOAT." Alice and I talked about Lloyd's 
prediction many times. 


Alice walked across the little patch of lawn, and looked over 
the white picket fence at the edge of the Creek. To her 
horror, she saw that the Creek had undercut several feet 
under, the, fencg and lawn, and was,under the log bridge . ' 
underpinnings. 


She raced into the house, threw all the Christmas presents 
into a basket, put on her rubber boots, and sloshed across 
the Deer Creek bridge to the Lane's house. 


"We're having dinner up here with you, my dear. Our house is 
getting more precarious by the minute." 


Jake and I decided to move our cars across the log bridge to 
the main road, just in case. The Lane's porch was our 
refuge, an island between the roaring Deer Creek on one side, 
and the rising South Fork in front. 


It was only a half hour later that Jake came up and reported 
that the log bridge at our house had quietly slid into the 
rushing South Fork and disappeared. "It was so easy!," he 
Said. We could now see the water covering the Hostettler's 
pasture. 


Just before dark, we heard tearing and grinding over the roar 
of the water. We watched Gus' cottage float downstream 
before our eyes. The tumbling boulders and floating logs 
broke up our beautiful cottage into kindling wood, and our 
children would never see it. 


We were all in tears. Jake disappeared into his room and 
cried like a baby. I was numb with fatigue, grief, liquor 
and tranquilizers. (A combination that I- have avoided ever 
since). ? 


After a dinner that none of us could enjoy, Jake reported 
that ‘the kitchen and bath end of our house was in the river. 
He rescued a precious brass bowl and some kitchen appliances 
for Alice. ; 


At about 2 a.m., Jake volunteered to make one more attempt to 
salvage anything else Alice wanted. We all watched his 
flashlight as he struggled across the flooded Deer Creek 
Bridge. Before he reached our house, a large fir tree on the 
bank fell, trapping him in the upper branches and swinging 
out in the main current. His flashlight flickered again and 
again through the branches. He finally made his way back 
onto dry land. It was only later he told us that he couldn't 
swim a stroke and was petrified with fear in the water. 


The next morning we made our way down to the house. The 
large fireplace between the kitchen and dining room had 
collapsed, and the kitchen, laundry room and bathroom had 
completely disappeared. It had stopped raining, but the 
South Fork was still roaring and almost 100 yards wide, 
reaching to the road. Jake came back to his house with three 
bottles of liquor he found buried in the mud-filled kitchen. 
"Full bottles don't float", he said proudly. 


Ozzie and Arthur Burrell from the neighboring ranch showed up 
that afternoon, waving handkerchiefs from the road. The roar 
of the water made it impossible to hear anything. I rigged 
up an amateur sling we used to convey messages across the 
flood, 


A lone rescuer appeared the next day. .He had clambered along 
an old trail on the steep slope of the creek. Our children 
in California (who had been warned by news broadcasts not to 
drive North anywhere, as flooding was going on all over 
Northern California and Oregon) had phoned Jim Wallis in 
Eagle Point to find out how we were. The volunteer rescuer 
took back a report to the children that the houses were 
flooded out and Christmas 1964 was a Washout! 


Within a couple of days, Jake rigged up a breeches buoy which 
he used to haul himself across the creek by hand. The 
thought of falling off that dangling rope into the still 
raging creek was enough to discourage me from trying. 


The next few days without electricity, clean water, and with 
food running low convinced us to try an escape over the 
mountain on horseback. We started early New Years Eve. An 
old garment bag containing dry clothes was slung over the 
rear end of Old Red. We looked like a couple of Kurdish 
refugees fleeing the Iraqi army. All went well until we 
reached the top of the mountain, when it started to snow 
heavily. From then on it was a nightmare. 


The horses went lame with snow and rocks in their hooves. I 
used sticks to clean out the snow every few moments as We 
rode, walked, and slid down the mountain trail leading to the 
John Walchs. Eventually, we led our lame horses across the 
Lost Creek Covered Bridge. Mrs. Walch came qut to greet us.,, |, , 
at the gate. ° en tigen ee 
"It's a nice night for a walk," she said, "But why did you 

bring the horses?" 


We left our loyal beasts at the Walch's and hitchhiked to 
Medford with a friend of the Burrell's in the back of a 
pickup truck. 


There was real excitement in the lobby of the old Medford 
Hotel when the desk clerk announced in a loud voice: "THESE 


PEOPLE CAME IN TONIGHT FROM THE SOUTH FORK!" 


Guess who came down to see us the next morning! Lloyd George 
and Faye. Always the perfect Christian gentleman, Lloyd 
never said, "I told you so!" 


Jake Lane, God Bless Him, lived to finish the reconstruction 
of the old house. He dragged it 50 yards up the Creek bank 
to a beautiful grove of cedars on high ground, and put ina 
new foundation. With help from his side-kick, Bob Gilkey, he 
rebuilt the chimey, kitchen and bath downstairs, and added a 
large bedroom and bath on the second floor. .The Farlows and 
the Millards would never recognize their old house.

DON'T MOVE 


Without further rhetoric or utopian scheming, I have a sinple 


suggestion that if followed would begin to bring wilderness, 
farmers, people, and their economies back. That is: don't 
move. Stay still. Once you find a place that feels halfway 
right, and it seems time, settle down with a vow not to move 
any more. Then, taking a look at one place on earth, one 
circle of people, oie realm of beings over time, conviviality 
and maintenance will improve. School boards and planning 
commissions will have better people on them, and larger and 
more widely concerned audiences will be attending. Small 
environmental issues will be attended to. More voters will 
turn out, because local issues at least make a difference, 
can be won-and national scale politics too might improve, 
with enough folks ‘getting out there. People begin to really 
notice the plants, birds, stars, when they see themselves as 
members of a place. Not only do they begin to work the soil, 
they go out hiking, explore the back country or the beach, 
get on the Freddies ass for mismanaging Peoples' land, and 
doing that as locals counts! Early settlers, old folks, are 


valued and respected, we make an effort to learn their: 


stories and pass it o to our children, who will live here 
too. We lock deeply .back in ..time to the original 
inhabitants, and far ahead to our own descendants, in the 
mind of knowing a context, with its own kind of tools, boots, 

songs. Mainstream thinkers: have overlooked it: real people 
stay put. And when things are coasting along ok, they can 


also ,take off and travel; there's no delight like swapping: 


stories downstream. Don tt Movef I'd say this really works 
because here on our side of the Sierra, Yuba river country, 
we can. begin to see some fruits. of a mere fifteen years 
inhabitation, it looks good.

Rogue Fisherles Discovery Center Final Report 


We have completed the feasibility portion of our study (though late 
in coming) and have narrowed it down to three locations. 


These locations were: (in alphabetical order) 


1. Grants Pass, adjacent to Riverside Park. 
2. McGregor Park, adjacent to the Cole M. Rivers fish hatchery. 
3. Shady Cove, adjacent to the Upper Rogue Regional Park. 


Of these sites it was McGregor Park that was chosen. 
The rationale for McGregor is as follows: 


There is a broad base of traffic associated with visitations to and 
from Crater Lake National Park. McGregor is located within walking 
distance to the largest fish hatchery in Oregon. It is within a 
five minute drive from Lost Creek Lake/Stewart State’ Park with 
visitations of over 400,000 people jin 1990. The Army Corps of 
Engineers who owns and operates the McGregor complex was receptive 
to the proposed Rogue Fisheries Discovery Center project and the 
likelihood of acquiring the present: building at low cost seems 
eminent. The infrastructure is in place and expansion can therefor 
be facilitated. This site has wheel chair ramps already installed 
and a walkway along the river aids in program delivery.
